AN ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE 
BY A RESIDENT OF UTAH. 
ARTICLE 16. 

In the report of the Seeretary of War, 
1859, ft was intimated that the Indians 
were peaceable, and that there being no 
further use for the militia in Utah, they 
would be removed. Notwithstanding 
the united testimony of Judges Cradle- 
baugh, Eceltes and Sinclait, Marshal Dot- 
son and Dr. Forney, Indian Agent, that 
the chureh fellowsbipped a band of out- 
laws whose deeds of daring and blood 
had never had a parallel in the history 
of the civilized portion of the conntry. 
that the people were bound by church 
leaders in all matters, and tbat the bulk 
of them were no more loyal to the 
Constitution and Government of the 
United States, save in pretension, than 
they were at the time of the rebellion of 
1857-8, the pnsillanimous traitor then 
officiating as the Chief Magistrate of the 
nation, discarded their testimony. and 
removed from the Territory the militar 
arm of the-Government, which alone, if 
properly applied. could remedy the evils 
then existing, and maintain the supre- 
macy of justice and law. Happily for 
the nation, his term of office soon ex- 
pired, and though to the Mormon com- 
munity here it struck a heavy blow, as 
well as to the disloyal everywhere, the 
country’s wisdom and superior judg- 
ment were manifested in the bappy 
choice they made of our late patriot and 
neble hearted champion of liberty. Abra- 
ham Lincotn, to fill the Presidental 
chair, the chair 20 dishonored by his 
imbecile predecessor. 


Thesympatbies of the people here were 
with the rebels’ who bad inaugurated 
the bloody civil war which has cost su 
much of the best blood of the pation.
